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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): the 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph rejection from the last office 
action. 

Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: principally the reasons of record. Additionally, 
the arguments stressing distinctions over Damke are noted but seem to overstate the degree to which Damke is being relied upon. First, 
it is not agreed that the belt in Oare cannot be said to extend into the shoulder. Further, and in any event, it was submitted that the 
ordinary artisan would have readily appreciated that tire belts typically extend to what would commonly be termed a tire shoulder, the 
overlay covering these belts. Damke et al. was cited as merely exemplary of this understanding that a tire overlay typically extends and 
covers the "shoulder regions" of a tire. Given this understanding that the edge regions of a tire belt/breaker typically correspond to the 
shoulder regions of a tire, it is submitted that it would have been obvious to provide a belt following the Oare et al. teachings, where the 
belt edge extends into what would normally be considered a shoulder region of a tire. In other words, the examiner is not modifying Oare 
in the strict sense but rather merely endeavoring to understand how the ordinary artisan, given the very schematic depiction in Oare, 
would have applied the teachings therein in building a tire. Put simply, normal tire belts extend into the shoulder and it is not unobvious to 
provide the belts in Oare to so extend, it being submitted that no evidence or convincing line of argument has been presented that would 
establish that the artisan would have read these depictions as suggesting that the belt/overlay edges be placed at other than typical 
locations. . 
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
